| LAKE SUCCESS, Oct. 13—()— 
An overwhelming majority in the 
United Nations Assembly's 57- 
member Political Committee Mon 
day defeated Russia's demand for 
withdrawal of all British and 
American troops and military per- 
sonnel from Greece. 

In another UN action, however, 
Russia lined up with the United 
States behind a proposal to parti- 
tion Palestine into separate Jewish 
and Arab countries. This rare in- 
stance of agreemert between the 
two big powers brought an imme 
diate statement from the United 
States delegation expressing “grati- 
fication” ever the Soviet declara- 
tion. 

The Soviet Union also was 
beaten on a determined appeal for 
United Nations supervision over 
economic aid to Greece under the 
‘Truman program. 

To complete the string of major 
Soviet defeats on the Balkan 
question the Committee refused 
to lay the blame for Greek-Balkan 
hostilities upon the United States, 
Britain and Greece—as Russia 
had demanded. 


The final vote on the whole 
Soviet resolution embracing these 
elements was 40.to 6 with, 11 ab 
stentions. Only the Soviet Ukraine, 
White Russia, Poland, Yugoslavia 
and Czechoslovakia supported 
Russia on the final vote in Com- 
mittee, This wound up the Polit- 
ical Committee's work on the Bal- 
kan question. 

The entire case now goes to the 
floor of the Assembly for approval 
at a yet undecided date. Then the 
57 delegates will have before 
them the United States resolution

~ ‘Committee last week—which calls 
for a UN Watchdog Commission 
in the Balkans and notés that the 
now defunct Security Couneil In- 
vestigating Commission had found 
Albania, Yugoslavia and Bulgaria 
guilty of aiding Greek guerrillas 
in fighting against the Athens 
Government. 

 U. §, Delegate Herschel V. John- 
son said in a statement after the 
meeting, “The efforts of the Unit- 
/ed Nations to protect the terri- 
tory and the independence of 
Greece passed a significant mile 
stone today.” He added, “This de- 
cision, we believe, will give heart 
to the peoples of the world who 


‘look to the United Nations for con- 


structive action in maintaining 
peace.” 

Johnson expressed regret over 
Russia’s announced boycott of the 
Commission, and said the United 
States “earnestly hopes” Russia 
and Poland will reconsider their 
decision, 

A spokesman for the Jewish 
Agency, official voice of Palestine 
Jews, weleomed the Soviet state- 
ment on partition as a step which 
might “go far to insure a construc- 
tive solution” of the Palestine 
problem. 

The Arab countries apparently 
had hopec until the last that Rus- 
sia would support a plan for @ 
federalized bi-national country.

Miss Ira Jarrell, Superinten- 
dent, backed by other. administra- 
tion leaders, predicted full recog- 
nition for the new educational pro- 
gram which was activated in Sep- 
tember, and pointed out that sur- 
veys now were being made to 
place the institutions before the 
Association for approval. 

The announcement featured a 
meeting at which members of the 
Board unanimously issued an ul- 
t:matum to operators of the South- 
eastern Fair to provide proof that 
educational features would be 
stressed at the 1948 Fair or the 
Board would cancel the Fair holi- 
day granted annually to more 
than 50,000 Atlanta school stu- 
dents. 

Miss Jarrell said Dr. Kenneth 
Williams, educational consultant 
in conversion of the old K-6-3-3 
educational program into the 
K-7-5-V system: Roy Davis, As- 
sistant Superintendent in charge 
of High Schools, and Dr. Fred 
Covey and Dr. Tom Statem, guid- 
ance consultants, already had be- 
gun a painstaking survey of the 
high schools preliminary to filing 
a report with W. E. Pafford, Sec- 
retary - Inspector of the Georgia 
Accrediting Commission.

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You Can't Legislate Morality 


The Atlanta Constitution consistently 
has opposed passage of the Fair Employ- 
mené Practices legislation. 

We have said that we support, without 
reservation, the objectives of the bill 
which are that every American be allow- 
ed to work at the prevailing wage without 
discrimination because of race or religion. 
But we have insisted that this objective 
cannot be obtained by legislation, that an 
attempt to do so would create a large po- 
lice force for efforts at enforcement; that 
it would. widen already existing gulfs; 
that it would become a political club and 
would attract to its administration the 
worst type of political administrators; that 
it was another attempt to legislate in the 
field of morals, and as foredoomed as the 
Eighteenth Amendment 

Now comes Donald R. Richberg, attor- 
ney of note and once a prominent figure 
in the Roosevelt administration, who de- 
clarés the proposed law unconstitutional. 

Says Richberg: ‘ 

“Freedom to choose one’s associates 
because of personal liking and confidence, 
or individual judgment, whether rational 
or irrational (in the opinion of others), 
is one of the most essential freedoms of a 
free citizen which has been for decades 
guaranteed by the Constitution of the 
United States. The objective of S. 984 in 
denying this essential liberty is not ad- 
mirable but detestable.” 

He added: 

“Freedom to choose one’s associates is 
essential to a free exercise of the right to 


free pursuit of happiness. There is nothing 
inherently wrong in having a preference 
to work with persons of a particular race, 
religion, color, national origin or ancestry. 
If racial and national congeniality is not 
sinful, then uncongeniality cannot be a sin. 

“Of course, racial prejudice and intol- 
erance may be an ugly thing, fostering un- 
justifiable hatreds and leading to waste- 
ful conflicts. All unreasoning prejudice 
and intolerance may be assumed to be 
evil. But bad thinking cannot be legis- 
lated out of the human mind. 

“Is it wrong or right for a deeply re- 
ligious person to prefer not to associate 
with those who would like to destroy his 
religion and all its devotees? Is it wrong or 
right for a free individual to object to en- 
forced association with a fanatic Commu- 
nist, who seeks to enslave him?” 

Richberg said that “the alleged ‘hu- 
manitarian and democratic’ purpose of this 
legislation is only a fradulent cloak to con- 
ceal its Communistic purpose—and its in- 


. evitable effect—to make a competitive sys- 


tem of private enterprise unworkable and 
to bring about industrial chaos and even- 
tual collapse.” 

We agree with Mr. Richberg’s basic 
objections to the bill. The only solution is 
to raise thé morality of this, or any other 
people, so that prejudice will not bar a 
man or woman from a job. That the 
disease is not confined to this country has 
always been true, but the developments 
in India and Pakistan where religious and 
racial intolerance has, .temporarily, at 
least, destroyed the economy of both na-

A Solution To Europe's Problems? 


W ASHINGTON—When French Foreign Minister Georges Bidault 
visited Washington some days ago, he expressed a curious opti- 
mism. He acknowledged that the results will be disastrous if 
France fails to get some dollar aid within the next few weeks, 
Yet, after conferences with President Harry S. Truman and Under- 
secretary of State Robert Lovett, he remarked to the press that he 
felt “confident and encouraged.” The source of this optimism has 
been puzzling observers here ever since: 

The fact is that Bidault repeated in Washington a request which 
had already been made in Paris, where French officials have ap- 
proached Undersecretary of State Will Clayton and Secretary of 
the Treasury John Snyder. Bidault’s request was sympathetically 
received, although no commitments were made. Bidault and his 
Government have asked that the names and balances of French 
citizens with dollar holdings in the United States be made known 
to the French Government. 

This French request has served to focus attention on a curious 
situation. American technicians who have been studying the mat- 
ter are not yet ready to shout “Eureka.” But the more daring are 
inclined to believe that this situation may hold the key to a way 
out of the terrible impasse on the timing of foreign aid which 
confronts the administration. For the American Government either 
holds or controls sums running into billions of dollars which were 
or still are the property of Europeans. And what more logical than 
to use this, European money to save Europe? 


The money falls into three categories. First, 

Three Types there is cash seized from enemy aliens. This 
sum is held by the Alien Property Custodian, and amounts to 
about $125,000,000. Next there are assets not in the form of cash, 
such as the General Aniline and Film Corporation, also seized as 
enemy property and held by the Alien Property Custodian. No 
one knows how much this sort of property might bring, but there 
are guesses that it might be worth as muchas half a billion dollars. 
The property in these two categories is actually owned by the 
United States. That in the third category is not. It,consists of 
the assets of foreign nationals. These assets are blocked during the 
war. The great majority of the foreigners whose dollar holdings 


| were thus frozén have not asked for their release. This is largely 


because the dollars would ‘then be exchanged by their govern- 
ments for comparatively worthless European currency, and in these 
days a European prefers frozen dollars to liquid francs or lira. No 
one in Washington seems to know just how much such blocked 
European money there is in the United States, but there are prob- 
ably inflated estimates that it amounts to more than $3,000,000,000, 


Le al? Inevitably, each of these three categories of European 
g * money has its own special legal bug, as a potential 
source of immediate aid to Western Europe. First, although the 
$125,000,000 of seized cash is owned by the Government, there will 
certainly be legal claims. against it. Second, there is now a case 
before the Supreme Court, brought by Swiss interests, as to 
whether the seized non-cash assets can be used before the de 
termination of each case on its merits—which would take years. 

Finally, the biggest. legal bug concerns the frozen holdings of 
foreign nationals. For if the timid Snyder were to comply with 
the French request, he would almost certainly soon have a num- 
ber of lawsuits on his hands. The banks in which the balances 
were held would claim, with some justice; that the Government 
had illegally ruptured the confidential relationship between Amer- 
ican banks and their depositors. 


: In these circumstances, a bold step is re 
Daring Proposal ceiving serious consideration here. It has 
been proposed that the frozen balances be seized in entirety, and 
turned over to the Alien Property Custodian as United States prop- 
erty. It 1s believed that the legal authority for this action exists, 
A kitty, perhaps of several billion dollars, would thus be created. 
The President is authorized to use such money “in the national 
interest.” Under the Presidential authority, a part of this kitty 
could thus be used for the essential immediate aid which France 
and Italy must have, if their economies are not to explode, well 
before Congress can reasonably be expected to act. . 

Such a step would be daring. It would certainly cause trouble, 
and trouble is something which certain administration officials 


| seem determined to avoid, quite literally at any cost. Certain banks, 


in self-protection, would sue to enjoin the Government from 
Europeans whose toes had beensstepped on would howl blue mur- 
der, All sorts of unpleasant risks would have to be taken. Yet 
far greater risks were taken when, for example, the destroyer deal 
was pushed through, and the need now is at least as great as it 
was then. f e

To Add Dormitories | 

“Our present. plant of 300 acres dotted with beautiful 
old collegiate Gothic buildings is not adequate to care for 
our present enrollment of 1,700 students,” she empha- 
sized. ‘We will add several dormitories, to take care of 
the girls now living off the campusSand we will increase 
library facilities, to further individual effort which is so 
stressed at Wellesley. 

“Our school, you know, has always been a forward- | 
looking institution, with its broad Liberal Arts program. | 
Experimental work goes hand in hand with textbook | 
assimilation. We have a radio station on the campus, 
where girls write script and have complete charge of broad- 
casting; a drama school where they write and produce their 
plays, and an elementary school on the campus, where edu- 
cation and psychology majors work and observe. 

“Students who major in languages spend their junior 
year abroad, with Spanish students studying in Mexico, 
French students in Paris, and German students going to 
Zurich. Political economy majors go to Washington dur- 
ing the Summer months, where they get a first-hand 
knowledge of their subject as they work in various Gov- 
ernment offices. 

“The Dodd-Mead Scholarship has been won for three 
years in a row by Wellesley students for their creative 
writing,’ she said, proudly. “And many students sell 
books upon graduation which they have written at school.”
